A first-ever Toronto barbecue is 
on Thursday Dec. 3 at the RPM club, 
ecfront on Queen's Quay. 

The Montreal barbecue will be. Saturday, Dec. 
19, atuthe Palladium, 1650 Berri. — - : 

Feature Deja. leetas- the’ 
Gruesomes, Cond? fon; the Dik Van Dykes, Chris 
and E.J. Jerry Jerry will play 
Montreal, ang one or two-other hep Toronto bands 
will play RPM. 

At last year's Montreal show, hundreds of 
people were turned away from the sold-out Spec- 
trum, so the extra-large Palladium was chosen 
for this year. This barbecue may also be the 
first-ever local underground show open to al| 
ages, but with beer and hard liquor available 
with 1D (like at the hockey game). 

The Montreal barbecue gets under way at 8 pm, 
when the Voodoo guys will be serving up 100 
pounds of barbecued chicken. Advance tickets 
will be $4 from the Palladium box office, Ticke- 
tron, and sponsoring groups, or $6 at the door. 

The Toronto barbecue Is produced by The Two 
Garys. Tickets are $5 from BASS, Peddler, and 
Wheels, and $7 at the door. Chicken will be 
served around 8:30. 


Voodoo Across Canada 


Deja Voodoo heads out on an ambitious two- 
month Canadian tour in early September, with up 
to 35 shows in 22 cities from coast to coast.

The Worst of Deja Voodoo LP is now out. 

The album, recorded in the dirt-floor Og base- 
ment studio just before it was flooded in Mon- 
treal's biggest-ever rainstorm, features 24 
songs never before released on LP. 

Songs like "Monsters in my Garage," "Surfing 
on Mars," "Duh Papa Duh," "Vegetables," "Van 
Gogh's Ear," "Baby Honey," "Boppin' 88," "Sig- 
mund Freud," "Wall of Paisley," "Lizard!" and 
"Into the Gumbo" have only been available on 
an out-of-print EP and cassette, while live 
favourites like "Raised by Wolves," "Night 
Time," "Surfer Joe," "Phantom Skateboarder ," and 
"| Wanna Come Back from the World of LSD" have 
never been released at ail. 

The band also wrote new songs like 
"More Songs About Monsters and Food," "Feed That 
Thing," "Bullfrog," "Driving on Drugs," "If 
You're So Smart," "Peace, Love & Flowers," and 
"Oh Yeah" before and during recording. 

The first studio version of "Rock Ther apy” 
rounds out the LP. 

Drummer Tony Dewald and singer-guitarist Ger- 
ard Van Herk describe this album as "weirder 
than our others, and a bit more psychedelic."

Guitarist Gerry Alvarez, who was driving, was 
thrown from the van and broke three vertebrae. 
Other band members needed stitches, and the van 
was destroyed. 

All band members are progressing weli and are 
expected to recover completely.

We 
did a couple of shows (in Montreal and Toronto) 
to warm up for the tour, and brought a few good 
bands (like the Dik Van Dykes, House of Knives, 
Chris Houston, and the Laughing Khadafys) into 
town.

Early in the summer we saw three serious acci- 
dents. American Devices' Rick Trembles was hit 
by a ws ae breaking a bunch of ribs and 


puncturing a lunge The Gruesomes crashed their 
van, and Gerry broke his back in three places. 
Worst of all, Mongolts' singer/guitarist Kim 
Shadow fell from his roof and died several days 
later. 

Later on, a bunch of Mtl. bands hit the road, 
with Condition, Three O'Clock Train, the Dough- 


boys, Jerry Jerry, Sons of the Desert, the 
Hodads, and the Darned all making it out of 
town. Three O'Clock Train did so well out west 


that they're going back again right away. 

The summer ended with a bunch of splitting and 
gitting. Ray Condo's leaving his HardRock Goners 
behind and heading back to Vancouver (or so it 
is said) and Condition has parted ways with 
thelr excellent sax player John Sobol. Jerry 
Jerry will probably be changing personnel a bit, 
too. 

That means a lot of really good rockin' musi- 
clans around for someone who wants to start a 
shaking new band. 

Probably the most positive development for the 
local scene is CFRM Radio McGi11 getting a high- 
power FM licence. We wish 'em the best of luck, 
and they better not screw up- 9800 watts of 
24-hour-a-day cool stuff should be fun.

We're having fun belng record executl ves and 
spending al! our money on other people's records 
as soon as we make [t on our own. Over the sum- 
mer we re-released Cemetery, our first LP, with 
a colour cover and a little brighter mastering. 
Tony says, "It looks like somebody threw up on 
it." Right now we're working on the four fall 
releases (all GREAT) and putting a lot of time 
Into getting the barbecues in shape (for further 
details, go back and read page one again).

Paris was kinda nicee We saw lots of old 
buildings and prostitutes. Most of the buildings 
were older. 

We woke up yesterday on the Mi lan-Brindisi 
train to see vineyards, ‘olive groves, fields of 
brilliant orange-red poppies, old stone farm- 
houses, fishermen drying their nets on the 
beach, tangles of cacti, and a big hot sun- So 
we went back to sleep. 

Tony's new catch-phrase: "Beer is almost as 
cheap as coffee here! Let's have a beer!" 

Got deck passage on the ferry, and nearly 
froze to death. We had one place picked out, but 
a drunk from Sudbury puked on it. Our 2nd spot, 
huddled over a heat vent, was okay for about 
half an hour, then we gave up and forked out 
1200 drachmas for inside seats. 


It's a pleasant to; especially early in tné 
morning near Corfu. Orange sky, blue hills, 
black rocks, green trees, white houses. So we 
went back to sleep. 

MAY 13, ATHENS: 

Finally got to do a gig, and it was great! We 
played last night in Athens at this place called 
"Kittaro" ("guitar"). The promoter hadn't really 
believed we were coming till | called from 
Paris, so the publicity was kind of last-minute. 
Still, they did a good job and over 150 people 
showed up- 

It was a hot gig- Full moon, big loud PA, 
people just having a good time. We bopped so 
hard we both came off stage with our hands 
bleeding, but just laughing like fools at 
finally getting the chance to cut loose after 
6000 miles on the road. 

Athens is a hep town. Good food, great people, 
big cafes, beautiful parks, millions of cars and 
motorbikes, cheap taxis, everybody going out to 
supper at 11 pm -- it's great. 

The last part of the trip here was a bit 
strange. Greek customs made us promise not to 
leave our equipment in Greece, then we got on a 
packed-full smoky +rain with seats designed for 
6-year-olds, and got buttock cramps from 4 hours 
sitting with our feet on the drums, while train 
employees went up and down the aisles selling 
souvlaki and beer. 

The couple next to us on the train were really 
pleasant. "Wow," | thought, "Greek people sure 
are friendly." But they were from Ecuador -

MAY 17, IN A VENICE CAFE: 
Venice Is a hell of a town. It looks a lot 
like Venice. More than, say, Athens looks like 


Athens or Paris like Paris. This joint is full 
of canals, gondolas, palaces, churches, sidewalk 
cafes, great little food stores, museums, 
pigeons, and millions of tourists. We got in 
this morning when it was raining. It was nice 
then 'cause not many people were around. Since 
+hen it's been cloudy, rainy, cloudy, rainy, 
cloudy, sunny, cloudy, rainy, sunny while still 
raining, .cloudy, and now very sunny, which 
brings the tourists out. 

Athens was swell. We saw a bunch of old stuff, 
but they threw us out of the Acropolis museum 
because a bunch of Dutch football hooligans were 
coming and they wanted to close the place down 
before the cheese-eating maniacs showed up- 

The train to Patras was an hour late and we 
had to run for the ferry. It was great. They 
pulled the gangplank up behind us, just like In 
the movies. We got a cabin and slept for about 
14 hours. 

Looks like our German gigs are off, so it's a 
week of goofing off, then up to Amsterdam to 
talk to our distributor, then to Finland, the 
sludgeabilly capital of Europe.

Deja Voodoo spent the month of May in Europe, 
playing five shows, doing a dozen interviews, 
making contacts, and signing record deals. 

The band played one show in Athens, and four 
in Finland (three in Helsinki and one In the 
difficult-to-spell college town of Yvaskyla)- 
The band's wild live gigs went over well in 
front of crowds ranging from 40 to 750, and got 
the band invited back everywhere, even to a few 
places they didn't play this time. 

The band's first European release; a mini-LP 
called Gotta Have Money on Finland's Gaga 
Goodies label, came out just before their shows 
there. 

At least two more European releases are 
scheduled in the next 12 months: a greatest hits 
or live LP to be recorded in Greece, and another 
LP in Finland- The band plans a more complete 
European tour in the Spring of 1988. 

Aside from their sweaty bopping shows and 
manic tourist behaviour, Gerard and Tony also 
amazed people all over Europe with their healthy 
Canadian’ appetites. “People in Europe aren't 
used to eating four or five large meals a day, 
like we are," said Gerard. "Tony actually lost 
ten pounds during the tour, but that's because 
he doesn't like cheese." 

One restaurant in Tampere, Finland, insulted 
that the band found their servings too small, 
kept feeding them for free until they were 
satisfied.

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MAY 30, ON THE HELSINKI-STOCKHOLM FERRY : 
“Haven't written for a while ‘cause we've been 
doing shows. Besides, |. lost my pen. 

Finland's been very good to us. A bit too much 
of the rock star treatment ($130-a-night 

hotels), but otherwise great. 

Last week we putzed around Europe a fair bit, 
talked to our distributor in Amsterdam, then got 
to Helsinki, dirty and tired, in time to play to 
about 700 people at a place called Club 77. It 
was a Monday, but it was their last live rock 
‘'n' roll night and they had a good Finnish band 
who hadn't played for a while, so the joint was 
jumpin’. People really dug us, and we played 
pretty well. Not much of a language barrier. | 
guess beer is the great levellter. 

Tuesday we went up to a college town called 
Jyvaskyla (pronounced "EyouVAASkulaaa") and 
played in front of about 50 people in a place 
surrounded by trees. Wednesday we booted around 
the country doing interviews, Thursday we played 
@ so-so show In Helsinki and a fun set in a 
record store, Friday we did more interviews and 
a photo session, and today we played mini-golf. 
A good week. 

Finland is neat. It looks EXACTLY like 
northern Ontario (say around Thunder Bay), 
except it doesn't get dark till after midnight, 
and it gets light again around 2:30 am. 

Nordic countries are really expensive, espe- 
clally for food.- We've got it all figured out, 
though -- we're going to live in Montreal (low 
rent, good scene), eat in Greece (good cheap 
restaurants), gig. in Finland (good gigs and 
money), and drink fn Portugal. The commuting 
might kill us, though. 

The Finnish record is out and it's really 
coole It's well-sequenced and mastered, has a 
really cool cover, and is even getting some 
semi-malnstream attention (we've done 7 or 8 
Interviews here, and we actually heard VIET CONG 
on . COMMERCIAL RADIO!).
